But the story was also serious 


and familiar. 
This incident was 


only one example of the Kremlin's 
fear-and-hate-inspired campaign to 
remove all western influences from 
Russian life. It was <of a piece 
with earlier rebukes of Soviet com- 
posers, playwrights and movie 
makers. 
"Here we see the growing simi- 
larity of the 
Nazi 
and 
Soviet 


techniques. Hitler not only banned 
the Jewish, contributions to Ger- 
man culture, he stifled science and 
art by insisting that 'everything 
from a symphony to a blood trans- 
fusion had to fit into his insane 
theory. 
* '* * 


Russia's Communist rulers are 


doing- the same thing. All creation 
or instruction must have its class- 
struggle angle, and must repeat 
the tiresome, tasteless idea that 
everything Russian is wonderful, 
and. everything foreign is depraved. 


Such senseless, degrading orders 


cannot help but have a paralyzing 
effect on a country's best minds. 
But at least some of the artists 
and scholars and scientists of Nazi 
Germany had an advantage over 
their Russian colleagues. 
They 


aould leave Germany and her 
captive neighbors. Men like Freud 
and Thomas Mann, Hindemith the 
composer and Remarque the novel- 
ist -were able to escape and con- 
tinue their work in the healthy 
atmosphere of freedom. 


Not so the Russians. 
They not 


only must remain; they must also 
conform, if they value the lives 
and freedom of themselves ar.d 
their families. And so we read the 
abject apologies of Serge Proko- 
fieff, dean of Russian composers 
and one of today's most eminent 
musicians, in which he thanks the

Posting Rules Are 


Liable for Damage 


Co. Supt. of Highways F. 


W. Leake Concerned 


Over Highways 


The office of County Superin- 


tendent of Highways Fred Leake 
issued another warning today of 
the probability of 
trouble 
with 


county roads this spring1, and also 
reminded the public that violators 
of posting- regulations are liable 
by law for total damage done to 
the roads. 


Leake has urged previously that 


all hauling should be done early 
this spring if possible because of 
the likelihood that posting of many 
roads will be necessary. 


He has warned that the excep- 


tionally deep frost this winter will 
cause serious damage to the coun- 
ty road system, and that extensive 
posting, strictly enforced, will be 
in order if such proves to be the 
case. 


In a statement released to the 


press and all township road com- 
missioners today, he outlined pro- 
visions of the 
law 
authorizing 


county action in posting roads. 


Cites Provisions of Law 


He cited provisions of the law 


which provide authority: 


1) To Prohibit operation of ve- 


hicles on any highways or impose 
restrictions on weight ol vehicles 
for a total of not more than 90 
days each year whenever a road, 
through deterioration, rain' snow 
or other climatic conditions would 
be seriously damaged or tiestroye.d 
by unrestricted use. 
* 


2) That signs be erected desig- 


nating provisions of the regula- 
tions at each end of the posted 
road. 


3) Operation of trucks or other 


commercial vehicles may be pro- 
hibited or limited as to weight on 
designated roads. 


4) To regulate the weight of all 


vehicles using the read. 


5) To tiring suit for damages 


if any person driving any vehicle 
causes damages to a 
road 
or 


structure as the result of any 
illegal operation or as the result 
of driving any vehicle of excessive 
weight, and that when the driver 
is not the owner of the vehice, but 
is operating it with the owner's 
permission, both driver and owner 
shall DC responsible.

—(AP)—It's 950 miles as a bomb- 
er flies from this American super 
Superfortress base on the Persian 
gulf to Russia's vital oil field »t 


• Baku. 


On splendid runwaja of crushed 


rock almost a mile and a half 
long-, the B-29s that ;:iever flew In 
combat in Europe iow com* to 
rest almost daily ifter training- 
hops non-stop from 'Germany. 


Their bomb racks are empty but 


guns poke out from metal blisters 
on their silver fuseiage. 


From central Europe all the way 


to the Orient, Dhatran ranks num- 
ber one in strategic importance to 
the United States Airforce. Super- 
fort pilots who casually drop in 
here for a hamburger and orange 
juice are getting, to know the ter- 
rain under Russsi's belly like the 
palm of their hand. 


Valuable Friendship 


No American military man re- 


sponsible for the defense of his 
country underestimates the cur- 
rent value of the friendship of Ibn 
Saud, Saudi Arabia's formidable 
king, who made the airbase at 
Dhahran possible. 


It originally was planned as a 


way-stop for American 
aircraft 


transferring from the European 
theater to carry on the war against 
Japan. 


Because of the determination of 


high American officers in the mid- 
east, it was carried to completion 
in March, 1946, six months after 
the Mikado's forces surrendered. 
By the terms of a wartime agree- 
ment With Iban Saud it is under 
U. S. control until April 1, 1949. 


After that? 
The future of the Dhahran field, 


which reportedly cost $5,000,000 
to construct, largely depend* on 
the international relations of the 
United States with the Arab world, 
according- to sources here. 


Good WIM Ambassadors 


Until the voted partition of Pal- 


estine set off the Arab-Jewish war- 
fare, it was believed likely Saudi 
Arabia would voluntarily seek to 
prolong the American Airforces' 
stay at Dhahran. 


Saudi Arabian Airlines' dozen 


transports are skippered by for- 
mer American Army pilots, but 
each has an Arab co-pilot and an 
Arab crew. Arabs anticipate the 
day when the operation will be 
100 per cent Arab. 


It may be hackneyed to say »o, 


but American soldiers here seem 
to be doing their level beat to be 
ambassadors of good will. From 
the youngest buck private to the 
top off jeer, they have been .trained 
to show good manners to Arabs 
employed at the field and to any 
others they meet.

Washington, Feb. 26—(AP)-— 


Who can use the 1040 short-form 
—and how—in filing: his 1947 in- 
come tax return? 


You can use it if your total in- 


come, from any source, was under 
$5,000. 
(If it was §5.000 or more, 


you must use thp long- form.) 


That form 1040— a four-page 


form—can be used as a short or 
long form. 


With the short one you don't 


figure your tax. You find it in a 
table on the back. You must figure 


it when you use the long-form. 


If you can use form 
VV-2, the 


withholding: receipt, Qon't waste 
time with the 1040 short-form.

form W-2, like landlords or pro- 


! fessional men from whose income

Short Form Easier 


Husbands and 
wives, 
if their 


combined income was under $5,000 
can file separately or jointly on 
the short-form.

They can file separ- 


ately on it, or jointly on the long- 
form.

1. If you have income from pen- 
sions or annuities, you'll use the 
top of page 2 also. 


Here's an example of how to fill 


out the short-form: 


You're married, with one child. 


Your 1947 income from salary was 
$4,000. 
You had other income.of 


S200 from interest and $'MO from 
dividends. 
Your wife had no in- 


come. 


-S500 Exemption Each 


Starting from 
the top, write 


your name, address, social secur- 
ity number. 
Then list yourself, 


wife and child as exemptions, since 
they were dependent on you. 


(You 
always get a $500 exemp- 


tion for yourself, 
and 
$500 for 


each dependent;. That means S500 
for each exemption knocked off 
your income before it is taxable). 


Then answer the other questions, 


step 
by step: 
Your 
employer's 


name and address, 
your 
54,000 


salary, your $200 from 
interest, 


your $300 from dividends. Adding 
it, your total income was $4,500. 


(If you had more than one em- 


ployer, list each one with his ad- 
dress and the amount of money he 
paid you).

j umn, opposite $4,500, your total 


I income. You find your tax is $000. 
That's your total tax for 1947. 


How to Pill It Out 


Turn back 
to page i, line 7, 


writes that $500 Lax. That's the 
tax not only on your $4,000 salary 
but also on your $200 on interest, 
$300 «n dividends. 


But in 1937 the boss withheld 


$406 tax from your $4,000 salary. 
Write that $406 on line 8 (A). 


Subtract and on line 9 write the 


difference—$94—between 
the to- 


tal S500 tax owed and the $406 tax 
withheld. 
So you still owe $94 


tax.
